•was instructed to issue a commission 
to Mr. Day. 


The trustees of the Port Orange 


school, having beea called upon by 
the board to show sufficient cause at 
this time why Mrs. E. W. Cross should 
^not be reassigned to the Port Orange 
school as per petition of some of the 
.patrons, presented a written communi- 
cation setting forth reasons ill de- 
tail. 
Considering the reasons set 


forth good and sufficient to justify 
the trustees in their action, the board 
declined to order any further change 
in the faculty of the school. All com- 
munications in connection with the 
matter were ordered filed for consid- 


. ' eration by any interested party. 


Various letters from people at Or- 


mond, and recommendation of the 
trustees of the Oruioud school dis- 
trict with regard to the purchase of 
certain new lots at that place for the

were read and .ordered filed, and the 
secretary instructed to advise parties 
that the matter will be thoroughly in- 
vestigated by the county board be- 
fore any action is taken.

V, \Tanner being consulted agreed to ac- 
' cept the assignment in view of the 


present scarcity of teachers.

The board's attorney made a re- 


port on the proposed contracts sub- 
mitted by Mark & Shaftall for the Or- 
mond school architectural services, 
and suggested that a new contract be 
. drawn. He was instructed to prepare 
such a contract and present to the 
board at a special meeting Sept. 17. 


The board's attorney also reported 


progress on the validation of the Or- 
mond school bonds. He was instruct- 
ed'to make investigations' as to the 
jurisdiction that the government takes 
over bond issues of this size, and 
make report at the earliest possible 
time. 


Attendance Officer M. A. Galbreath

reported to the board that he had 
completed taking census of all com- 
pulsory school districts in the county, 
except one, and that the census will 
be completed and duplicate reports 
made to the state superintendent, and 
to the county board, and to the prin- 
cipals of the respective schools by 
Sept. 30th, at which time all schools 
will open.

The Leopard Cannot Change His Spots, 


Neither Can the Boche Demon Lose His Horns 


CHAIRMAN WALKER 


RESIGNS HIS OFFICE 


(Extract from a letter written to a friend by Rev. George A. Griffith, an Episcopal minister of Baltimore, now sen-ing as chaplain with the 5th 


Field Artillery, the regiment that fired America's first shot in the war). 


"I feel that I express the sentiment of those who have seen and heard over here when I say that were I in America 


today, priest as I am, I should do my best to have put to death any Boche in America or any so-called American who would 
apologize in any way for what the Boche has done. 


"All that you have heard in America about them does not approximate the truth. There are little children right here 


in France with ther little stumps of hands; there were some not far from my last camp, and young men with all the fingers 
of their right hand cut off. The other day a British officer and three Tommies told me that a short time ago they went as an 
advance party into a little village from which the Boche had been driven back, and in a large room there were four young 
Canadians crucified, one on each wall of the room. 
Also, when I was with the British they told me the Boches had 


taken young Belgian and French girls into their first line trenches and tortured them until their screams made the Scotch 
and the Canadians so crazed they would go over into the machine gun nests which the Boche had set up, using the 
women's screams as a decoy. 


. "And I have it on the word of a British officer that they have stood (the officers) with guns leveled at their men to 


keep them from going over \vhen the women scream, and being needlessly slaughtered. 
I can not tell you what the 


Tommies told me they found when they drove these hell-fiends out of these positions; it is too awful to even think about. I also 
have it on the word of one of the'greatest French abbes'that the Boches were specially instructed to destroy convents— 
and kill or outrage the nuns; and he says that all through France and Belgium are ruined convents and that the nuns 
were given to the soldiers to be outraged in the camps. 


"These are not isolated cases nor abnormal conditions which prevail here and there where troops were drunk or 


without restraint. Go along the French or British front, and the only conclusion you arrive at is that they are just the ground 
principle of the Boche in action. 1 don't believe there is one of us here who wouldn't like to be home. But there is not one 
of us here, I believe, who does not want to see Bocheland devastated from one end to the other, with Berlin a blackened 
ruin—with the Boche exterminated, militarists and all, before we come home. 


"It is American blood that is flowing now, and God grant it may give America some strength to realize what we are up 


against. To talk of terms until the Boche is exterminated is to league with Satan Tor a corner in hell. Privations, sacri- 
fices' What can you do at home to compare with what these men of ours are doing over here? 
Meatless clays, wheatless 


days, sugarless days, good women knitting, benefits for the Red Cross—or all your social diversions with a charitable ob- 
ject sandwiched in!

"When you are out on a shell-swept hill and the shells are going by like bats out of hell, as the soldiers say, and it's 


as dark as the grave, and every man, God bless him! stands strong and true, camouflaging all his own feelings for your 
sake and for the sake of what he has back home, meatless days and wheatless clays, and Liberty Bond campaigns seem 
cheap as your support of him in such an hour.. 


"LOATHE THE BOCHE—PREACH AGAINST HIM—WORK AGAINST HIM, WHEREVER HE IS, OSTRACISE 


HIM SOCIALLY AND COMMERCIALLY. TAKE NO CHANCE—EVEN THOUGH HIS REPUTATION FOR LOYALTY HAS 
BEEN A LONG STANDING ONE. THE LEOPARD CANNOT CHANGE HIS SPOTS—NEITHER CAN THE BOCHE DE- 
MON LOSE HIS HORNS. I'm begging you now—as the Boches are trying to murder us—to help wake every one up to the 
fact that America must realize what the world is facing over here. Can't you see it—-can't America see it—how everything 
is hanging in the balance—and I know that the weight which shall cast it down is when your loathing for the Boche will so 
burn in you as to make you count nothing—consider nothing—but his extermination."

| ever, has now ruled that a replevin is 
an action at law which applies only 
when the i ownership of property is 
is dispute, and that the replevin does 
not apply against sheriffs in cases 
where fruit has been turned over to 
them by inspectors, because it does 
not come within the regulations of 
the law governing the proper matur- 
ity for shipment. 


"Sheriffs 
of the various counties 


and all county officers have been noti- 
fied of the attorney general's decision 


"This will make it impossible to ob- 


tain the release of such immature 
fruit through 
actions 
for replevin 


which will mean that the fruit must 
remain in the custody of sheriffs until 
the next regular or special court ses- 
sion, where it will be in evidence 
against the shipper. It will mean- that 
in many cases the fruit will probably 
spoil on the sheriffs' hands, in which 
event it will be ordered destroyed bv 
the commissioner of agriculture, and 
will be an entire loss to the shipper.

entire carload of fruit, where samples 


fail to pass the acid tests of the in- 
spectors,

ONLY UNSKILLED LABOR 


CALLED NON-ESSENTIAL 


Robert Gamble, Florida director, U. 


S. public service, reserve, department 
of labor, has issued a notice to the 
public, in which he states that the 
"department of labor is the only au- 
thority to determine what is non-es- 
sential work," in connection with the 
prosecution of the war. 


Mr. Gamble also states that it is 


the policy of the department of labor 
"to declare as non-essential only the 
unskilled labor employed in certain 
industries not concerned, directly or 
indirectly, in supplying some depart- 
ment of the government with matrials 
in connection with the war." 


The notice in full is as follows: 


To the public: 


As director for Florida of the United 


States public service 
reserve, ap- 


pointed by the department of labor 
of the federal government, my atten- 
tion has been called to the rumors 
of classifications of essential and non- 
essential workers in Florida. 


Various persons have informed me 


thai they understand, before the 15th 
oi September, they must either engage 
in what is distinctly war work, or en- 
ter the army. 


The department of labor, acting 


through the various state directors 
and community labor boards in each 
subdivision of the state, is the only 
authority to determine what is essen- 
tial and what is non-essential work, 
at this time. 


The policy of the department of 


labor is to declare as non-essential, 
only the unskilled labor employed in 
certain industries not concerned, di- 
rectly or indirectly, in supplying some 
department of the government with 
materials in connection with the war. 
The department of labor is leaving 
the classification of essential and non- 
essential workers to the determin- 
ation by each of the community la- 
bor advisory boards, and also subject 
to regulations issued and approved by 
the director general of the United 
States employment service at Wash- 
ington. He, in turn, acts on the ad- 
vice of the war labor policies board of 
the department of labor. 


Any classification by any other than 


community labor boards is suggest- 
ive and advisory only. It has no power 
of enforcement. 


It is unnecessary for labor to be 


distributed or to seek other employ- 
ment until community labor boards 
publish the classifications.

Skipper failed to 


answer, Mr. Pope said: 
"That may 


be your idea of a good citizen, Mr. 
Skipper, but it isn't mine. It isn't the 
idea of the several million men in the 
United States who are good American 
citizens." 


Skipper, against whom charges were 


preferred of having taken his own 
sugar in a can to the hotels and 
boarding houses at which he stopped 
and having declared he'd have all the 
sugar he wanted in spite of food ad- 
ministration 
regulations, 
failed 
to 


prove his innocence during the trial 
and at the close Mr. Pope shot at 
him, "If you are guilty, as evidence 
submitted makes apparent, you are 
a cowardly, selfish and unpatriotic'

At the regular meeting of the coun- 


rty school board, held last week in De- 
Land, upon recommendation by peti- 
tion, the same being signed by a ma- 
jority of the patrons of the Spruce 
Creek school, W. B. Day was appoint- 
ed supervisor of that school to suc- 
.ceed N. J. B. Smith. The secretary 
•was instructed to issue a commission 
to Mr. Day. 


The trustees of the Port Orange 


school, having been called upon by 
the board to show sufficient cause at 
this time why Mrs. E. W. Cross should 
^not be reassigned to the Port Orange 
school as per petition of some of the 
.patrons, presented a written communi- 
cation setting forth reasons in de- 
tail. 
Considering the reasons set 


forth good and sufficient to justify 
the trustees in their action, the board 
declined to order any further change 
in the faculty of the school. All com- 
munications in connection with the 
matter were ordered filed for consid- 
eration by any interested party. 


Various letters from people at Or- 


rnond, and recommendation of the 
trustees of the Oruioud school dis- 
trict with regard to the purchase of 
certain new lots at that place for the

The board's attorney also reported

The Leopard Cannot Change His Spots, 


Neither Can the Boche Demon Lose His Horns 


(Extract from a letter written to a friend by Rev. George A. Griffith, an Episcopal minister of Baltimore, now sen-ing as chaplain with the 5th 


Field Artillery, the regiment that fired America's first shot in the war). 


"I feel that I express the sentiment of those who have seen and heard over here when I say that were I in America 


today, priest as I am, I should do my best to have put to death any Boche in America or any so-called American who would 
apologize in any way for what the Boche has done. 


"All that you have heard in America about them does not approximate the truth. There are little children right here 


in France with ther little stumps of hands; there were some not far from my last camp, and young men with all the fingers 
of their right hand cut off. The other day a British officer and three Tommies told me that a short time ago they went as an 
advance party into a little village from which the Boche had been driven back, and in a large room there were four young 
Canadians crucified, one on each wall of the room. 
Also, when I was with the British they told me the Boches had 


taken young Belgian and French girls into their first line trenches and tortured them until their screams made the Scotch 
and the Canadians so crazed they would go over into the machine gun nests which the Boche had set up, using the 
women's screams as a decoy. 


. "And I have it on the word of a British officer that they have stood (the officers) with guns leveled at their men to 


keep them from going over \vhen the women scream, and being needlessly slaughtered. I can not tell you what the 
Tommies told me they found when they drove these hell-fiends out of these positions; it is too awful to even think about. I also 
have it on the word of one of the'greatest French abbes'that the Boches were specially instructed to destroy convents— 
and kill or outrage the nuns; and he says that all through France and Belgium are ruined convents and that the nuns 
were given to the soldiers to be outraged in the camps.

That the state laws governing the 


i shipment of green or immature fruits 
:are going to be lived up to as at no 
previous time since these measures 
were passed by the legislature is the 


• belief of those conversant with the re- 
cent decision of Attorney General Van 
: C. Swearinpen 
with regard 
to 
re- 


plevins on such fruit, according to the 
statement of one of the state citrus 
fruit inspectors, who sa.ys: 


I 
"Heretofore many shippers of green 


fruit have \tesn able to evade the law 
,by replevining their fruit from the 
'sheriffs to whom it had been turned 
over by the citrus inspectors for the 
state. Their method has been to go 


' into court, file a suitable bond and re- 
igain possession of the 
confiscated 


fruit, which was immediately shipped 
outside the state, when it was out of 


i reach of the state authorities. 
! "Attorney General Swearingen, how 
| ever, has now ruled that a replevin is 
an action at law which applies only 
when the i ownership of property 
is dispute, and that the replevin does 
not apply against sheriffs in casei 
where fruit has been turned over to 
them by inspectors, because it does 
not come within the regulations of 
the law governing the proper matur- 
ity for shipment. 


"Sheriffs 
o£ the various counties 


and all county officers have been noti- 
fied of the attorney general's decision. 


"This will make it impossible to ob- 


tain the release of such immature 
fruit through actions 
for replevin, 


which will mean that the fruit must 
remain in the custody of sheriffs until 
the next regular or special court ses- 
sion, where it will be in evidence 
against the shipper. It will mean- that 
in many cases the fruit will probably 
spoil on the sheriffs' hands, in which 
event it will be ordered destroyed by 
the commissioner of agriculture, and 
will be an entire loss to the shipper. 


"The possibility of the loss of an 


entire carload of fruit, where samples 
fail to pass the acid tests of the in- 
spectors, doubtless will make many

ONLY UNSKILLED LABOR 


CALLED NON-ESSENTIAL 


Robert Gamble, Florida director, U. 


S. public service, reserve, department 
of labor, has issued a notice to the 
public, in which he states that the 
"department of labor is the only au- 
thority to determine what is non-es- 
sential work," in connection with the 
prosecution of the war. 


Mr. Gamble also states that it is 


the policy of the department of labor 
"to declare as non-essential only the 
unskilled labor employed in certain 
industries not concerned, directly or 
indirectly, in supplying some depart- 
ment of the government with matrials 
in connection with the war." 


The notice in full is as follows: 


To the public: 


As director for Florida of the United 


States public service 
reserve, ap- 


pointed by the department of labor 
of the federal government, my atten- 
tion has been called to the rumors 
of classifications of essential and non- 
essential workers in Florida. 


Various persons have informed me 


thai they understand, before the 15th 
oi September, they must either engage 
in what is distinctly war work, or en- 
ter the army. 


The department of labor, acting 


through the various state directors 
and community labor boards in each 
subdivision of the state, is the only 
authority to determine what is essen- 
tial and what is non-essential work, 
at this time. 


The policy of the department of 


labor is to declare as non-essential, 
only the unskilled labor employed in 
certain industries not concerned, di- 
rectly or indirectly, in supplying some 
department of the government with 
materials in connection with the war. 
The department of labor is leaving 
the classification of essential and non- 
essential workers to the determin- 
ation by each of the community la- 
bor advisory boards, and also subject 
to regulations issued and approved by 
the director general of the United 
States employment service at Wash- 
ington. He, in turn, acts on the ad- 
vice of the war labor policies board of 
the department of labor. 


Any classification by any other than 


community labor boards is suggest- 
ive and advisory only. It has no power 
of enforcement. 


It is unnecessary for labor to be 


distributed or to seek other employ- 
ment until community labor boards 
publish the classifications.
